Newspaper advertising is one of the 
principal factors in obtaining in- 
creased business for the electric and 
gas utilities, according to George K. 
Whitwell, vice-president in charge of 
sales of the Philadelphia Electric 
Company, who spoke Saturday at the. 
Hotel Adelphia before the Montgom- 
ery-Burks Newspaper Association. 

Mr. Whitwell pointed out that, con- 
trary to usual opinion, the utilities 
are in a highly competitive business. 
Since they must make their principal 
appeal to the general public in ex- 
panding their sales, the newspapers 
furnish the best medium, he said, for 
this part of the sales activity. 

"Nothing is further from the truth 
than the oft-marie statement that a 
utility has no competition," he said. 
"Utilities have very definite competi- 
tion in almost every field of activity. 
"In the industrial field, it is appar- 
ent that no factory is running motors 
iust to hear them go around. We 
only get a contract to turn those mo- 
tors when we convince the manage- 
ment that it is het'er and cheaper to 
■oiniect with our lines than to operate 
a private power plant or to use steam 
for the job. 

"In the field of small business, this 
■s equally true. A restaurant pro- 
prietor, for instance, will not sign up 
with us unless we can show him that 
gas or electricity will serve him bet- 
ter in space, convenience, comfort or 
superiority of product than will other 
fuels. 

"In the residence field, we also have 
our competition. That is because we 
would not get very far if we were to 
rest .satisfied with the 'bare necessity' 
business that comes almost automat- 
ically. You must remember that the 
customer who is satisfied with just 
a few lights in his house is apt to 
be a 'minimum charge' customer, and 
on such customers any utility loses 
money. 

"These customers become profitable 
to a utility only when they increase 
their consumption of our product. 
' And it works both ways, because as 
they use more electric servants in the 
! home, they bring more comfort an 
I convenience into their daily lives. 
j "It goes without saying that ariver- 
! Using has been one of the big guns in 
fighting our competition during the 
years. Our products are such as are 
used by everyone, rich and poor. The 
newspaper is the great universal me- 
dium which reaches all these people, 
directly and regularly. Therefore we 
appropriate as much money to the 
purchase of newspaper space as we 
can afford.
